Progress and tradition are proving compatible on Scenic Heights 
hill where the City of Porterville is constructing a new, three 
million gallon water storage tank to replace an old 300,000 gallon 
tank - while at the same time preserving a granite cross that was 
constructed on the site and dedicated to the City of Porterville by 
the Porterville Rotary club back in 1927 as location for annual 
community Easter morning religious service.

And therein lies the 
reason for the scurrying around - 
a municipal judgeship carries a 
pretty fair pay check; is 
something of.a prestigious post;

appointment... Openly seeking 
the Porterville municipal court 
judgeship are Porterville City 
Attorney Jack Quirk, a 
Democrat, also Robert Natzke, a 
Republican, and former local 
attorney who was raised in the 
community and who is now 
practicing law in San Francisco. 
In addition, District Attorney 
Robert Bereman, a Republican, 
has been mentioned, although he 
has not aggressively sought the 
appointment. Natzke, however, 
spent several days in Porterville a 
couple of weeks ago testing the 
political winds, and Quirk, 
through behind-the-scene efforts 
apparently masterminded out of 
the Porterville city hall, has been 
laying groundwork for several 
months.

A high percentage of the crop 
fs suitable for freezing and for 
eventual use in Knott’s Berry 
farm pies; balance goes into 
puree and jams. At present, the 
Mabs are Knott’s largest single 
supplier. - 

The boysenberry planting is 
in its first year of production, 

_with vines turning out two and 
a halftons per acre. Harvest 
season, now virtually completed, 
extended over a period of about 

. three weeks, with a 10-day peak. 

Production next year should 
double and continue at about 
five tons per acre through the 
seven to eight years that vines 
are at. their prime. Replanting 
then becomes a yearly operation 
as declining vines are replaced by 
interset new vines. Over a period 
of 10 to 12 years most of the 
original vines will be replaced

per acre berry production is held 
at around five tons. 

Original planting in June, 
1973, on the Mabs acreage was 


from a strain of boysenberries - 


that goes back to the first Walter 
Knott planting at Buena Park in 
the early 1930s. 

Immediately after picking is 
completed, old vines are pruned 
back and new runners put onto 
wires that hold the vines upright. 
Cost to maintain, grow and 
harvest boysenberries runs about 
$1,600 per acre per year; 
original cost for planting, end 
posts, wire, and care for the first 
year ran about $1,500 per acre, 
however, the Mabs point out 
that to these figures must be 
added. current inflation, plus 
original land cost and cost of 
water development. 

The Mabs planting is on 
rolling hills along the east side of 
avenue 56, south of road 256.

drip irr.gation is utilized (a 
costly installation but efficient, 
and necessary on the hillside 
planting); virtually all operations 
involve hand labor which has so 
far. been available, including 
picking crews with up to 150 
persons during the first three 
weeks in June. 

Concerning pickers, 
education was necessary. Berries 
must be selected by color, must 
be handled gently, and must be 
“bent” off the vine, not pulled. 
Picking is stopped if temperature 
hits 90 degrees or higher. 

As for problems - the Mabs 
used helicopters to spray for 
worms and thrip; birds could 
present a problem but did not 
during the past year; sudden, 
extremely hot or cold weather as 
berries mature can hurt\quality; 
wilt could wipe out a planting; 
market price fluctuates. 

But by and large, the Mabs 
feel that production and pest 
problems are minimal in 


comparison with many other 


specialized farm crops. 

Major source of boysenberry 
supply has been acreage in 
Fresno and Stanislaus counties, 
but perhaps Tulare county will 
eventually become a major 
supply source. County farm 
advisors and farmers producing 
other commodities are closely 
watching results on the Mabs 
plantings, and there is talk. of 


other acreage going in.

US. 

Already the southern San 
Joaquin valley has an annual 
overdraft of more than 
1,000,000 acre feet of water per 
year, Teerink explained. To 
meet the desired agricultural 
expansion means more water 
will have to be imported. 

“We will find a way to get the 
water into the area, as we always 
have in the past when it has been 
needed. But we must redirect 
our thinking on how future 
projects are to be financed.” 

Teerink said there probably 
will never be another project 
with a massive infusion of 
low-interest public funds. The 
future, he added, lies with such 
combinations as utilizing parts 
of the California Aqueduct 
system with construction funded 
jointly by federal and local 
units.

up in the courts with suits filed 
by environmentalists, he said. 

Teerink agreed with an 
assessment by James F. 
Sorensen, Friant Water Users 
secretary, that recent legislative 
proposals may help to resolve 
such controversies. He said in his 
opinion the state administration 
will support bills by Sen. 
Howard Way and others to 
define in detail authority of the 
state water resources control 
board in allocating project
